Manpower 
centre officials who were contact¬ 
ed, explain that the best hope is 
to sponsor such a tradesman from 
England or Europe. 

An official of the Manpower 
Centre will be on hand at the 
next meeting of the Chamber to 
discuss possibilities of holding a 
course locally in business law, 
'bookkeeping or allied subjects.

A record year in Vulcan Fire 
Department activity is forecast 
with three country calls being 
made within the last week. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 13 a trac¬ 
tor fire on the Rex Caldwell farm 
at Champion was fought by the 
local brigade. The older model 
tractor suffered extensive damage. 

At about noon Sunday the rig 
was called to the home of Mrs. B. 
Prater of Brant where a storage 
shed was burning. A new lawn 
mower and other equipment were 
lost in the blaze that had an un¬ 
known origin. This is the fifth 
fire for the rural pumper in the 
Brant-Ensign area in the last two 
months. 

Monday afternoon at about 4:30 
another call came from the Sam 
White farm on the Nanton road 
just this side of the Little Bow. 
A cattle shed with a sod roof was 
being cleaned out and apparently 
tractor exhaust or sparks were re¬ 
sponsible for this blaze. Two small 
buildings and a corral were lost. 
In this fire additional water was 
taken from the Little Bow and 
each time the pumper made the 
trip the fire regained headway. 

A point of concern being ex¬ 
pressed by local R.C.M.P. and town 


police is the headlong rush of cars 
carrying spectators to fires, es¬ 
pecially on country calls. Instances 
of cars passing the fire truck on 
dusty gravel roads forcing the 
pumper to slow down and other 
acts of carelessness have been re¬ 
ported and police are prepared to 
deal severely with this dangerous 
practice.

The Vulcan outfit 
were only seven tenths seconds off 
top spot in the first of the final 
event and Bob Johnston said in 
complimenting his team, that they 
would have won except that he 
pulled one wrong lever costing se¬ 
conds of time.

Two fast friends were separated 
on Friday, Aug. 26. A part-collie 
dog which strayed to the Loss 
Kuykendall farm six years ago 
and became an inseparable com¬ 
panion to Loss’s horse Tuck, was 
killed by an auto. 

Even supposedly dumb crea¬ 
tures seem to have feelings and 
Tuck stayed near the barn for 
days after the loss of his friend 
gazing down the field for his mate 
who won’t be back. 

Familiar to motorists along the 
main highway at the Lomond 
junction where the farm is located, 
the two animals were together In 
the fields of the now vacant farm¬ 


stead winter and summer and a 
daily chore for Loss has been the 
feeding and watering of his 
"livestock". 

Several years ago Doug Wilson, 
former resident of the Kirkcaldy 
district who travelled the road 
dally, suggested a photo of the 
pair would be of Interest but 
when an Advocate photographer 
climbed through the farm fence 
the dog made his objections known 
and quickly escorted Tuck down 
the field well out of range. 

The above photo was taken by 
Mr. Kuykendall last winter and 
was about as close to the dog as 
Loss usually got. 


Tuck’s owner is thinking that 
the day will soon come when the 
field will be empty as Tuck Is now 
in his 29th summer and the years 
are catching up to him. Tuck’s 
teeth are going and he has reached 
the stage where he can’t handle 
grass properly. All last winter 
Loss ground up oats for him but 
he's not too confident of Tuck 
hanging on another winter. 

The horse’s ancestry is traced 
back to Kentucky and Loss bought 
him as a two-year-old. “Tuck’s 
getting on but I came to Alberta 
the 3rd of May, 62 years ago, so 
I’m no spring chicken myself," 


says Loss. Originally he home¬ 
steaded In 1905 In what Is now 
the Elnora, Lousana districts out 
of Red Deer, before the coming 
of the railroad to those parts. 
In 1917 he moved to Vulcan where 
he farmed the Tony McPherson 
place, now farmed by Bill Ander¬ 
son, and In 1935 he moved on his 
own place four miles to the west. 
Twelve years ago Loss and his 
wife moved to town from where 
he hires his farming done but 
keeps close touch with the opera¬ 
tion and takes an active part each 
harvest.

Dear Homemakers, 

A NEW LOOK 

In remodelling clothing, every 
effort should be made to have the 
garment look like new. Re-design- 
lng or recutting should be done 
to suit the individual for whom 
the garment is intended. If 
necesssary, store the fabric or gar¬ 
ments for a time rather than use 
it when not suitable. Those fac¬ 
tors which make clothes as being 
outmoded are collars, sleeves, 
fullness of skirt, length of skirt 
and waistline treatment. 

To begin your remodelled gar¬ 
ment, do all mending that is 
necessary. You may wish to 
brighten up that faded look with 
a tint or dye of a new color. This 
step should be carried out after 
ripping. When ripping ,be care¬ 
ful in separating seams so as not 
to stretch them. Worn edges 
should be trimmed and grain line 
marked with a basting thread. 

The use of the potential gar¬ 
ment should be largely determined 
by the quality of the fabric. If

the fabric Is In relatively new con¬ 
dition, it would merit a more 
difficult pattern. It is unprofitable 
to spend a great deal of time sew¬ 
ing a fabric which is not going to 
be durable and which won’t with¬ 
stand the wear. 

SEWING NAPPED FABRICS 

Any nap or pile fabric, be it a 
rihort pile like corduroy, or a fuzzy 
fur, requires special cutting and 
sewing techniques. 

Because the nap reflects light, It 
is essential to have all pattern 
pieces running in one direction. 
For velvet, velveteen and corduroy, 
the pile should run up. The depth 
of the pile will show better run¬ 
ning in this direction. Fur fabrics, 
fleece and brushed wool are cut 
with the naip running down. 

Most heavy napped and pile 
fabrics require a light tension and 
a long sUtch In sewing. Experiment 
with your material on a scrap and 
always sew in the same direction 
as the pile. 

Press all pile and napped fabrics 
as gently as possible. If you must 
place an iron on the fabrics, do so 
face down on a thick towel. Steam 
lightly and in the direction of the 
pile. Seams can be finger pressed. 

THE LEATHER LOOK 

This year’s fashions are showing 
numerous suedes and smooth 
leather jackets and coats. If you’re 
a lucky owner of suCh an elegant 
garment, you’ll want to give It 
your best care. Hang your gar¬ 
ment on a well shaped hanger. 
Store it in an airy place. Starved 
of air, smooth leathers may fade 
and suedes mildew. If the garment 
should get wet, let it dry at room 
temperature. 

Wipe any dust off your garment 
often. For suede, use a soft brush 
or sponge. For smooth leathers, 
employ a clean, damp cloth. If 
you find it necessary to press a 
leather outfit, use a dry iron at 
Its lowest setting. Place a piece 
of heavy, brown paper between 
the iron and the surface of the 
leather. Press one panel at a time, 
constantly moving the iron to 
avoid overheating. 

Never attempt to remove spots 
and stain from a leather garment 
yourself. The use of a solvent or 
abrasive may injure the garment 
permanently. All cleaning o f 
suedes and smooth leathers should 
be done by a qualified suede and 
leather cleaner. Specialized equip¬ 
ment and techniques are required 
in this process. In addition, gar¬ 
ments are refatted, that is, the 
oils which have been lost in nor¬ 
mal wear are replaced. The gar¬ 
ment’s life is extended and its 
original luxurious appearance is 
restored.

The less education you have, the greater the 
chance that you will be unemployed at some future 
date. If you are young and lack an adequate educa¬ 
tion, there is an even greater chance you will be 
unemployed. 

Many County of Vulcan students leave school 
early because they cannot resist the lure of good 
wages (to a high school student) and the freedom of 
employment. They forget that many of the manual 
jobs requiring little education are especially vulner¬ 
able to adverse economic conditions and that they 
are the first to suffer in the advent of lay-offs be¬ 
cause they lack both seniority and experience. High 
unemployment rates among these same workers with 
low levels of eduoation also result from the decline 
in the number of unskilled and semi-skilled jobs 
which have traditionally provided the bulk of employ¬ 
ment opportunities for such workers. Recent statis¬ 
tics from the Dominion Bureau of Statistics give con¬ 
vincing evidence in that youngsters with only ele¬ 
mentary education and who are in the age bracket of 
14 to 19 make up 19.3% of the unemployed in Can¬ 
ada, the 20 to 24 age bracket accounted for 12.7% 
and the 25 to 44 age bracket an additional 9.3%. 

Those with some high school education, 14 to 19, 
accounted for 8.4% of the unemployed, 20 to 24 for 
7.2% and 25 to 44 3.8% 

However, those who had high school, or better, 
education accounted for only 4.6% of the unemploy¬ 
ed in the 14 to 19 age bracket, for 2.7% in the 20 to 
24 group, and only 1.7% in the 25 to 44 bracket. 

We have excellent elementary and junior high 
facilities in every County of Vulcan community. In 
addition, County Central High School can offer 
courses that cater to the widest range of abilities 
and'interests of students. 

Figures for the province show that nearly half 
the population is 25 years of age or younger. With 
this, and the impressive figures from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics on the lack of education of the 
unemployed, parents must be more than casually in¬ 
terested in their children’s education and give them 
every encouragement. There is also a responsibility 
on the part of community leaders to lend every assist¬ 
ance to promoting this investment in the communities 
future. 

There is nothing new in this objective of urging 
students to stay in school. Perhaps, as parents, we 
just need a gentle reminder that it is a vital and 
necessary objective that is needed to carry children 
forward to a responsible and useful life in the com¬ 
munity in a time of change and challenge.
